The child was living with a private family in the Russian 
Sector* The family demanded that subject prove her motherhood - to do this, 
she had to first go to the local Jugendent at Tie we Krug Alleo 2 and then 
to seo the Uesirksrat A USE at Neue Krug Allee 1. TTbea eho treat to the latter* 
a member of the Goman Krimiaal Police entered the room and asked her for 
her papers* TAien she said she had crossed illegally, she was arrested and 
taken immediately to the Russian Konreandatura.

JAKTJB07TETSCH was then told to return to Marburg and resume hor medical studies 
and to return to the Berlin Kcmandatura only when she had information, but 
to come under the guise of visiting her child. She returned to Berlin illegally 
Appr ox i mately two weeks later; visited her child and under the guise of visiting 
Nina SU2X, she smuggled the child successfully across the border into the tS 
Zone. Subject claimed that she contacted CIC in Berlin on 28 Sept, 1947, 

told then her rtory, but that no one gave it any credence, 
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
